“I was ho rrified,” said U.S. District 
Ju dg e Newell Edenfield o f Atlanta, 
who sentenced Altmark and learned o f 
the erro r in a meeting with p riso n o ffi­ 
cials Mo nday . 
Ju stice Dep artment o fficials will 
rev iew the case “with an ey e to ward 
what co u ld o r sho u ld be do ne fo r 
p o ssible redress o f what hap p ened to 
this man,” said sp o kesman Dean St. 
Dennis. He said the dep artment wants 
to o fficially no tify Altmark o f the 
mistake, bu t hasn’t been able to reach 
him.

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FTC Questions Physician 
Control O f Blue Shield 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal 
Trade Commission is investigating the 
huge Blue Shield insurance system to 
determine if physician control of the 
72-million member program stifles 
competition and contributes to the 
dramatic increase in health care costs 
for all Americans. 
Blue Shield now provides physician- 
care insurance for 40 per cent of the 
nation's population and pays out over 
$3 billion annually in doctor’s fees, the 
FTC said. 
The FTC said today its nonpublic 
investigation will encompass all of the 
71 Blue Shield plans across the nation 
as well as the National Association of 
Blue Shield Plans. 
Blue Shield officials said they would 
cooperate with the FTC investigation. 
They also said the investigation was 
not evidence of any illegality and they 
defended physician involvement with 
Blue Shield. 
FTC officials gave no details of the 
planned investigation, except to say 
they would study control of Blue Shield 
by physicians and its impact on com­ 
petition and delivery of healthcare 
services to all Americans. 
But it was learned that the agency is 
concerned, among other things, that 
the plan’s large share of the physician- 
care business allegedly gives Blue 
Shield a major voice in determining

A GSA spokesman refused to con­ 
firm plans for the Glomar, but said 
leasing is "one of the propositions that 
we’re kicking around." 
A member of an interagency task 
force studying Glomar said if private 
industry won’t lease the ship, it will be 
put up for auction at a bargain price or 
sold for scrap. Either way, an official 
said, “it would be a pretty small return 
on the dollar for the taxpayer." 
One alternative eyed by the task 
force was turning over the Glomar to a 
government agency such as the 
Interior Department's Ocean Mining 
Administration. But, said one official, 
"no federal agency wants to come up 
with the funds” needed to operate and 
maintain the Glomar.

cluded that Blue Shield’s practices 
encourage physicians to raise their 
bills. 
The national Blue Shield association 
requires local boards of directors to 
have a majority of “public" members 
representing subscribers instead of 
doctors. But The AP investigation 
found that many of these "public" 
members are chosen by doctors and 
hospitals rather than by subscribers. 
Government figures show that 
doctors’ fees have risen 85 per cent in 
the past IO years, compared to a 68 per 
cent increase in the over-all cost of 
living. The AP investigation concluded 


that the soaring medical costs resulted 
in part from the failure of Blue Shield 
to impose cost controls on physicians. 


It has been indicated the FTC will 
attempt in its probe to determine if 
doctors involved with Blue Shield are 
in a conflict-of-interest situation in 
setting the formulas that establish the 
fees they and other doctors are to be 
paid for their services. 


The FTC said, however, that the 
investigation of Blue Shield does not 
imply that there are any violations of 
the law and the probe could end 
without any action being taken by the 
government.

The key stumbling block for Carter 
and the others could well be Wallace, 
who chose to start his primary cam­ 
paign in the only state that voted 
Democratic in the presidential election 
four years ago. 
Wallace already has devoted an 
extraordinary amount of time to 
Massachusetts. Most others will spend 
a good part of the next five days here, 
but Carter aides say their candidate 
has planned a bare four hours here —

Udall, whose second place finish in 
New Hampshire led him to declare

year of his life behind bars. 


Justice Department officials laid out 
the story Wednesday and said they’ll 
consider "what could or should be done 
to compensate” for the mistake which 
forced Altmark to serve a year and 
five days longer than his 30-month 
prison sentence for auto theft. 
Altmark, 41, was released Monday 
from the federal penitentiary in 
Atlanta immediately after prison 
officials discovered and verified that 
the error had happened. 
“We were chagrined," said Michael 
A un. spokesman for the 
Federal 
Bureau of Prisons. 
“I was horrified,” said U.S. District 
Judge Newell Edenfield of Atlanta, 
who sentenced Altmark and learned of 
the error in a meeting with prison offi­ 
cials Monday. 
Justice Department officials will 
review the case “with an eye toward 
what could or should be done for 
possible redress of what happened to 
this man," said spokesman Dean St. 
Dennis. He said the department wants 
to officially notify Altmark of the 
mistake, but hasn’t been able to reach 
him. 
In the past, Auh said, federal 
prisoners mistakenly have been jailed 
for a day or two longer than their 
sentences but bureau officials can’t 
recall any previous mistake of this 
magnitude 
Altmark was sentenced on Jan. 7, 
1972, to a five-year term for stealing a 
1964 Pontiac, which he attempted to 
sell to a stranger on a street in Atlanta. 
Edenfield later cut the sentence in 


half, to 24 years, but cannot recall 
why. The judge thinks he sent Altmark 
a notice of his action 
It's not clear whether Altmark 
received the information, but there’s 
no question that prison officials were 
notified 
The information was recorded in 
Altmark's file at the prison, but it was 
not added to a summary card attached 
to the file folder. So no one in authority 
at the prison realized on Feb. 18, 1975, 
that Altmark was supposed to go free 
on that date. 
In addition to the 30 months, he was 
serving about seven months for 
violating the terms of his release from 
a previous prison sentence. 
Altmark 
apparently 
never 
questioned the length of his sentence 
and "we're puzzled about that,” said 
Auh. If Altmark knew his sentence had 
been cut, “we don’t know why on earth 
he didn’t raise a fuss."

By a resounding 81-10 margin, House 
members voted to nullify Rhodes’ 
rejection (rf a bill that would increase 
witnesses fees in criminal and civil 
court cases. 
Their action followed by one day an

Senate 
vote 
in 
which 
lawmakers from both Houses suc­ 
ceeded in overriding a gubernatorial 
veto for the first time in nearly 15 
years. 
Unlike the straight party line vote in 
the

on

measure 
that 
establishes a nursing home in­ 
vestigative commission, the House 


vote Wednesday had strong bipartisan 
support. Only eight Republicans and 
two Democrats voted to sustain the 
governor on the witness fee bill, which 
must still be acted on in the Senate. 
Senators acted on a handful of 
routine 
measures, 
the 
most 
noteworthy action there being the start 
(rf committee hearings on a House- 
approved bill that seeks to protect 
Ohio's homeowners against future in­ 
flationary increase in property taxes. 
That measure is expected to go into a 
subcommittee for study following an­ 
other hearing by the full Ways and 
Means Committee next Wednesday.

Under the fee bill, witnesses pay 
would be raised from the current $3 a 
day level to $12 for a full day’s at­ 
tendance, and the mileage allowance 
would be increased from 5 cents per 
mile to IO cents. 
Sponsor Richard G. Finan, R-19 
Cincinnati, asked openly for support 
from 
majority 
Democrats 
in 


bypassing the Republican governor. 
Finan said Rhodes had vetoed the 
bill at the urging of county com­ 
missioners who objected to the added 
financial burden it would place on local 
governments. The bill carries no 
appropriation. 


In his Feb. 16 veto message, the 
governor said: “This legislation is 
another example of the General 
Assembly mandating costly programs 
upon the local governments of this 
state without affording those local gov­ 
ernments the means to pay these 
additional costs. 
Rep. William G. Batchelder, R-93, 
who cast the sole dissenting vote when 
the bill originally passed the House 
last year, agreed. "The question is, are 
local governments to be made to bear 
the burden of the increase without any 


appropriation from the General 
Assembly?" he asked.

initiative?" asks Heller. No, he says, 
that s a myth of some Republicans. 
As are the views of so many other 
economists, especially in this election 
year, Heller's outlook often is tied to 
his political interests. He is a former 
chief economic adviser to both Presi­ 
dents Kennedy and Johnson 
Heller's criticisms, possibly as a 
direct result of his politics, aren't so 
much directed at the educational 
system, or at economists specifically. 
as they 
are 
aimed 
at 
the ad­ 
ministrations in power during “recent 
years.” 
They have, he suggests, engendered 
needless anxiety and a loss of faith in 
the American economy. He told some 
of this to the Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee of Congress earlier this month 
and is now recirculating some of the 
views to the news media 
About that “monstrous protoplasmic 
blob,” for example, he maintains that 
the federal budget as a proportion of 
Gross National Product held virtually 
steady at about 20 per cent from 1963 to 
1973. 
It is projected to rise to 21.6 per cent 
in fiscal 1977, he concedes, but adds 
that "adjusted to a full-employment 
basis, the figure would be right back at 
20 per cent.” 
Consider what he feels is another 
misleading assumption, the “crushing 
burden of federal debt." Says Heller: 
"A striking chart included in last 
year’s budget documents (but omitted 
this year) shows that the federal debt 
held by the public dropped from 82 per 
cent of annual GNP in 1920 to 26 per 
cent in 1974." 
Seen in this perspective, he adds, the 
public debt is a far different and more 
manageable problem than the general

impression abroad in the land. 
A third area of widespread misap­ 
prehension, Heller continues, centers 
on the large deficits in the federal 
budget. He finds what he calls “two 
misimpressions” being fostered: 
1. That the $70 billion to $75 billion 
deficit is profligate and irresponsible, 
"when, in fact, it is almost entirely a 
hostage to recession " 
If we were operating at full em­ 
ployment, he states, tax revenues 
would be $50 to $55 billion higher than 
they are, and unemployment com­ 
pensation would be about $15 billion 
lower. 
Other “cyclically responsive outlays 
like food stam ps, Medicare and 
Medicaid, and pensions, would be 
about $5 billion lower." 
Therefore, he concludes: "Almost 
all of the deficit is a product of the 
recession.” 
2. A related charge that government 
deficits are the root of all inflationary 
evil. "How is it, then, that inflation is 
ebbing in the face of the largest 
deficits in history7" Heller asks. 
Single Health 
Grant Pushed 
By President 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford is sending Congress his proposals 
to give the states a single 110-billion 
block grant for health services in place 
of the present system of 16 separate 
grants. 
It's the second of three special block- 
grant programs Ford is proposing to 
Congress 
to 
simplify 
federal 
regulations and let the states decide 
how they will spend federal funds. 
Congressional Dem ocrats are ex­ 
pected to give a cool reception to the 
proposals. 
The health message, which Ford is 
scheduled to sign in a ceremony today, 
would provide funds for Medicade, 
public health service and health plan­ 
ning 
He told the National Governors' 
Conference Monday that his proposals 
consolidating Medicaid and 15 other 
categorical health programs into a 
single $ 10-billion block grant included 
a commitment that each state “will 
receive more federal funds from this 
single program in fiscal year 1977 than 
your state received in 1976 from 16 
existing programs." 
He told the governors that under his 
plan the ‘ ‘hard choices” of how to meet 
health needs in states would “no longer 
be defined by a complicated and 
categorical 
tangle 
of 
federal 
regulations. They will be for you and 
your citizens to determine in an open 
and locally responsive process."

The “thin blood” myth undoubtedly 
was created to suggest that some of 
these symptoms could be cured by a 
particular product that was being 
advertised. 
Obviously, "thin blood” is not 
synonymous with anemia. There is 
only one way that anemia can be 
determined. A blood sample, placed on 
a slide and examined under the 
microscope, can determine if anemia 
exists. It can also differentiate bet­ 
ween the many types of anemia. 
Those who peddle their miracle 
cures for nonexisting conditions like 
“thin blood,” or “tired blood," exploit 
the vulnerable public and extract 


from them the millions of dollars that 
might be put to better use maintaining 
a good health. 


Is Die stitching operation always 
necessary during the delivery of a 
child?

Episiotomy is the technical term for 
the so-called "stitching operation” 
performed Just before the delivery of 
the child. 


A clean incision is made at the 
opening of the vagina to allow more 
room for the child to pass through the 
birth canal. 
This incision is made to avoid 
laceration or tearing of the tissue as 
the baby emerges. The procedure is 
safe and is performed frequently, 
especially during the birth of the first 
child. 


The decision to do an episiotomy 
depends, of course, cm the judgment of 
the doctor at the time of the delivery 
There are no aftereffects to this small 
surgical incision.

Martin 
Russo, D-IU., bans guns below a 
certain size, but would not affect those 
now in private ownership. 
It bans the manufacture, sale, 
possession or importation of new 
handguns that fail to meet the size 
criteria.

revolvers less than 5 \ inches long, or 
with barrels less than four inches 
would be banned, as would pistols less 
than 84 inches long

DEAR ABBY: Last year you had 
something in your column about the 
Living Will. I’m sorry to say I didn’t 
pay much attention to it then, but I am 
interested in it now. Exactly what is 
it? And how can I get one? 
I am Jewish. Is it against my 
religion? Is it “ euthansia” or mercy 
killing?

DEAR DAVID: The Living Will is a 


document stating that should you fall 
victim to a terminal illness from which 
there is no hope for your recovery, you 
instruct your physician not to prolong 
your life by artificial means, such as 
machines, tubes, pumps, etc. 


Copies of this document may be 


given to your physician, clergyman, 
lawyer and to as many family mem­ 
bers and or friends as you desire. To 
sign such a document,you must be 18 
years or older and of sound mind. (If at 
any time you wish to revoke the 
document, you are free to do so.) 


The Jewish view of the Living Will is 


as follows: It is NOT “ euthanasia” or 
mercy killing! 
There is a clear 


distinction between actively killing a 
person and “ allowing him to die.” 


According to Jewish Law, when a 


person suffers irreversible brain 
damage and can no longer recite a 
“ bracha” -a blessing to praise God-or 
perform a “ mitzvah” -an act to help his 
fellowman — he is considered a 
“ vegetable,” and there is nothing to

“The legislatu re will act promptly to 
deal with this u nfortu nate loophole in 
the law,” he said. 
Ichman was reacting to a Su preme 
Cou rt decision Wednesday holding that 
persons conv icted of aggrav ated 
mu rder, repeat offenders and persons 
conv icted of crimes committed with 
firearm s are eligible for shock 
probation. 
Statu tes prohibit those ty pes of 
criminals from receiv ing probation or 
shock parole.

inju ry fiv e y ears ago. “I was alway s 
whipping arou nd the hou se lik e a 
maniac. 
“Bu t when 1 lost my sight 1 was 
alway s bu mping into walls. 
“It was almost as if God were say ing 
to me ‘Connie, slow down,”* 
Slowing down has been difficu lt for 
Mrs. Green, who has adapted to her 
“inconv enience" as she terms her 
blindness by tak ing u p Arabian dan­ 
cing. 
“I’m the only non-Arabian they ’v e 
let into the local Arabian clu b,” she 
boasts Mrs. Green, 38, has started to 
mak e her talent of wiggling her belly 
and dancing pay by performing at 
local fu nctions and gatherings and 
Leaching her new hobby . 
“People ask how I can teach dancing 
since I can’t see what my pu pils are 
doing," she said. “Well, first I hav e my 
pu pils pu t their hands on me to feel 
how 1 do something. Then, 1 do the 
same to them to see if they are doing it 
right. 
“There’s nothing y ou can’t do. All 
y ou hav e to do is figu re ou t a way to do 
it." 
Mrs. Green has alway s liv ed in a 
u niqu e way She spent time in a con­ 
v ent, a y ear she say s neither she or the 
sisters will ev er forget. 
“Being qu iet was nev er one of my 
v irtu es,” she ex plains. “I tried, bu t it 
ju st didn’t work ou t.” 
One time, she was cau ght by the 
Mother Su perior in the conv ent’s 
du mbwaiter. She was dressed in her 
habit, smu ggling sandwiches ou t of the 
k itchen. At other times, she wou ld hik e 
u p her habit and ru n throu gh the 
conv ent. Once on a retreat, she set u p a 
rou lette wheel “to liv en things u p.” 


After leav ing the conv ent, she 
married an aeronau tical engineer, a 
u nion which ended in div orce 17 y ears 
later. She’s u ncertain abou t her 
financial fu tu re, bu t certain that 
ev ery thing will ev entu ally work itself 
ou t. 
She is u pset that she can no longer 
see the weather change or “watch the 
ex pressions on people’s faces as I 
dance”, bu t look s forward to tak ing on 
a host of new activ ities. 
She recently bru shed aside warnings 
and took a solo sled ride down an in­ 
cline called “Su icide Hill” in her 
neighborhood. She’s learned to roller 
sk ate, stu died Arabic to complement 
her dancing, and look s forward to 
learning to sk i.

Lashes Legislature 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes' executive assistant 
has fired the latest salvo in the 
Republican governor’s money war 
with the Democrat-controlled legisla­ 
ture. 
Thomas J. Moyer charged in a letter 
Wednesday, to the chairmen of the 
Senate and House finance committees, 
that “ some lawmakers” had har- 
rassed Rhodes cabinet members and 
had not been responsive to the 
financial needs of several depart­ 
ments.

Rhodes in which they said cabinet 
members were continually demanding 
more funds during the current severe 
budget crunch without saying where it 
was supposed to come from. At one 
point in the dispute, Meshel charged 
Rhodes was unable to handle his 
executives and suggested the governor 
resign. 
Moyer said that the commerce 
department sought additional funding 
because the legislature cut its budget 
request last summer from $13.6 million 
to $11.6 million. “ To make matters 
worse, the legislature passed H.B. 728 
Strip Mine 
Bill Faces 
Rough Road 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A bill 
that would ease bonding requirements 
placed on strip miners to Insure that 
land is properly reclaimed has begun 
an uncertain journey in the legislature. 
After a first hearing Wednesday in 
the House Energy and Environment 
Committee, Rep. Thomas J. Carney, 
D-71 Boardman, the sponsor, said he 
would withdraw his support if it could 
be proved that the bill weakened en­ 
vironmental safeguards. 
“ I don’t owe 
anything to the 
miners,” said Carney. “ 1 just feel that 
if there are some things that are 
counterproductive, 
let’s 
correct 
them." 
The measure would allow miners to 
get mast of their bond or cash deposit 
back from the state after reclamation 
of one-third of the land mined is 
completed. It would also soften the 
penalty for a third violation of the Ohio 
Strip Mine Reclamation Law. 
Current law requires strip mine 
operators to make a deposit with the 
state equal to the estimated cost of 
restoring stripped land. Half of the de­ 
posit is returned when all reclamation 
is completed, except planting. The 
rem ainder is released when the 
planting is finished. 
Carney’s bill would permit three- 
fourths of the deposit to be returned 
when one-third of the work is done. 


NCR Cuts Staff 
To Boost Profits 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P) - NCR Corp. 
officials have announced staff cut­ 
backs involving 305 white collar 
workers at the firm ’s local corporate 
and marketing headquarters. 
The employes, mostly managerial, 
with some clerical workers, are being 
let go as a result of a corporatewide 
program, NCR officials said. 
The affected workers—about 9 per 
cent of the total 3,300 white collar work 
force began receiving their notices 
several weeks ago. A spokesman said 
it would probably take several months 
before the cuts are completed.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The Navy is 
naming the first of its new fleet of 
underwater nuclear m issile-firing 
submarines after the state of Ohio. 
The keel for the Trident submarine 
the Ohio w ill be laid April 10 in Groton, 
Conn., Sen. Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, 
said Wednesday. The 560-foot vessel 
w ill weigh 16,800 tons and cost $1.7 
billion. 
The Ohio is the first of at least 11 
Tridents the Navy plans to build. 
Billed as the underwater striking 
weapon of the future the Tridents wifi 
carry 24 long-range missiles. 
The subs are designed to be quieter 
than any others to help avoid detec­ 
tion. They w ill be equipped with the 
latest detection devices, including 
sonar. 
Three other American ships have 
been named for the state of Ohio: a 
World War I battleship, a Mexican-

In particular, I>osoncy said, some 
attorneys question whether the 1974 
law runs afoul of the Ohio Constitution 
because it would have the state put its 
faith and credit behind private 
developers and citizens. Ixwoncy said 
he doesn't think this is so. 


However, he said the board, 
scheduled to meet today, planned to 
adopt resolutions approving four 
particular projects. Subsequently, he 
said, Atty. Gen. William J. Brown will 
go to the Supreme Court with a 
“friendly” lawsuit to settle the con­ 
stitutional question once and for all. 
Under the board’s assumed powers, 
it would issue revenue bonds to help 
provide loans and guarantees for 
housing, mostly for low and moderate 
income families. The bonds would be

housing units were occupied. 
“These would be revenue bonds, and 
we don’t think they actually involve 
pledging the state’s credit,” Losoncy 
said. However, he said the board has 
made it a policy that no project will be 
approved unless they qualify for in­ 
surance under Federal Housing 
Administration programs. “This will 
give the projects a federal guarantee,” 
he said. 
The board remained inactive 
through most of last year as Gov. 
James A. Rhodes promoted a four-part 
ballot package that included an 


amendment letting the state guarantee 
loans and make grants for public 
housing projects. However, that 
amendment and three others in 
Rhodes’ package were defeated over­ 
whelmingly by Ohio voters. 
Thus far, the housing board has 
received about $2.3 million in federal 
housing funds. Losoncy said those 
funds have been used to help in the 
construction of about 700 housing units 
statewide. He predicted the board’s 
powers will finally be cleared by the 
courts and added: “We’re ready to 
move now.”

New Air Controller 
Radar Dangerous? 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
- 
So­ 
phisticated computers designed to 
improve the safety of air tran­ 
sportation could also pose a new 
danger by reducing oral 
com­ 
munication between air traffic con­ 
trollers and pilots, federal safety in­ 
vestigators say. 


The National Transportation Safety 
Board made the statement Wednesday 
in saying that a near-collision of two 
jumbo jets three months ago occurred 
because a ground-based air traffic 
controller became distracted and 
failed to keep the airplanes separated. 


Three passengers were injured 
seriously and 21 injured slightly on 
Nov. 26 when the pilot of an American 
Airlines jet put his aircraft into a sharp 
dive seven miles above Lake Michigan 
to avoid hitting a Trans World Airlines 
jet. 


The American pilot later said he 
passed within 100 feet of the TWA 
plane. More than 300 persons were 
aboard the two jumbo jets. 


The board said the air traffic con­ 
tro ller at the Federal Aviation 
Adm inistration’s Cleveland control 
center was working with an advanced 
radar system that gave him the 
altitude of each aircraft on his scope. 
The board said the controller noticed 
well in advance of the incident that the 
two planes might be on a collision 
course but said he decided to see if the 
conflict resolved itself instead of 
taking steps to alter the course of one 
of the planes. 
However, 
the

then 
became distracted with other duties 
and failed to watch the two aircraft. He 
also failed to inform a second con­ 
troller who relieved him that the two 
planes might need watching. 
The near collision was avoided when 
the second controller, making a 
routine scan of his radarscope, noticed 
FEC Loses 
Pow ers 
Next W eek 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Federal 
Election Commission will lose most of 
its powers next week, including its 
authority to dole out campaign money 
to presidential candidates, unless the 
Supreme Court agrees to extend its 
life. 
Any chance that Congress would 
come to the rescue of the commission 
before the court’s Sunday night 
deadline ended Wednesday when Rep. 
Wayne Hays, DOhio, put off any fur­ 
ther House action until next week. 
A commission spokesman said 
members of the panel, which meets 
today, have discussed the possibility of 
asking the high court to extend its 
deadline, but they have not decided 
whether to do so. 
“ Perhaps Congress or a candidate 
should be the one to ask,” said FEC 
spokesman David H. Fiske. 
The Supreme Court said Congress 
violated the constitutional principal of 
separation of powers when it gave 
itself the authority to appoint a 
majority of the members of the FEC. 
In its ruling, the court permitted the 
commission to continue exercising its 
authority, including disbursing federal 
matching campaign funds, until 
March 1 to give Congress a chance to 
amend the law to give the President 
the power to name all members of the

He noted that Cutter made all 
Fishing Records Continue To Fall

Ohio fishing records continued 
falling in 1975. 
Six fish in five categories were of­ 
ficially recognized during the y ear as 
the largest of their species ever caught 
in the state. 
New records are not uncommon in 
the Buckey e State. Thirty -seven 
marks have fallen since 1968, ac­ 
cording to the official list maintained 
by Outdoors Writers of Ohio, Inc., 
(OWO). 
In each of the eight y ears at least one 
record was broken. Eight new records 
were established in 1972, the busiest of 
the most recent y ears. The fewest 
changes came in 1971 when only one 
fish was recognized. 
Only the largest Ohio fish ever 
recorded 
in 
each 
of 
29 
species 
categories are recognized by OWO. 
Size is determined according to a 
formula which gives one point for each 
ounce of weight and one point for each 
one-half inch in length. 
As 
records 
push 
toward 
the 


max imums that might be ex pected for 
various species, recognition will be 
based on smaller and smaller weight 
and length differences. Anticipating 
that, OWO in recent y ears has refined 
its application procedures to insure 
accuracy . 
Weighing of potential record fish 
must be witnessed by two people. A 
close-up photograph must be sub­ 
mitted with the application for 
recognition. In most cases a member 
of OWO or a wildlife division employ e 
will inspect the fish to verify size and 
identification. The writers group 
suggests that the fish be kept frozen to 
allow for ex amination if warranted. 
The fish accepted as state records in 
1975 are: 
—Northern pike: 
18 pounds, 
10 
ounces, caught by Michael Cullen of 
Sandusky on March 16 at East Harbor 
State Park. The previous record was a 
16-pound, 4-ounce fish. 
—Coho salmon: 10 pounds, 15 oun­ 
ces, caught in the Chagrin River on 
Oct. 10 by Unwood Money maker of 
Mentor. A 7^4pound coho was the 


previous record. 
—Striped bass: 25 pounds, 4-ounces, 
taken May 19 by Cincinnatian Caroline 
Felss in lake St. Mary s. It topped a 17- 
pound, 8-ounce striper caught in 1974. 


—Rainbow trout: 15 pounds, 8 
ounces caught by Edward Molnar, 
Iarain, in Cold Creek on April 24. 
Previous record was a 11-pound, 11- 
ounce trout taken in 1972. 


—Buffalo sucker: This record was 
broken twice in 1975, first by a 
Maumee River fish that weighed 17 
pounds, eight ounces and finally by an 
enormous 33-pound sucker caught by 
Rufus Clendenning of Cincinnati in the 
Sandusky River on May 10. The huge 
buffalo topped the old record of 9 
pounds, 10 ounces by an almost un­ 
believable 23 pounds, 6 ounces.

He noted that Cutter made all 
Fishing Records Continue To Fall

Ohio fishing records continued 
falling in 1975. 
Six fish in five categories were of­ 
ficially recognized during the year as 
the largest of their species ever caught 
in the state. 
New records are not uncommon in 
the Buckeye State. Thirty-seven 
marks have fallen since 1968, ac­ 
cording to the official list maintained 
by Outdoors Writers of Ohio, Inc., 
(OWO). 
In each of the eight years at least one 
record was broken. Eight new records 
were established in 1972, the busiest of 
the most recent years The fewest 
changes came in 1971 when only one 
fish was recognized. 
Only the largest Ohio fish ever 
recorded 
in each of 29 
species 
categories are recognized by OWO. 
Size is determined according to a 
formula which gives one point for each 
ounce of weight and one point for each 
one-half inch in length. 
As records 
push 
toward 
the 


maximums that might be expected for 
various species, recognition will be 
based on smaller and smaller weight 
and length differences. Anticipating 
that, OWO in recent years has refined 
its application procedures to insure 
accuracy. 
Weighing of potential record fish 
must be witnessed by two people. A 
close-up photograph must be sub­ 
mitted with the application for 
recognition. In most cases a member 
of OWO or a wildlife division employe 
will inspect the fish to verify size and 
identification. The writers group 
suggests that the fish be kept frozen to 
allow for examination if warranted. 
The fish accepted as state records in 
1975 are: 
—Northern pike: 
18 pounds, IO 
ounces, caught by Michael Cullen of 
Sandusky on March 16 at East Harbor 
State Park. The previous record was a 
16-pound, 4-ounce fish. 
—Coho salmon: IO pounds, 15 oun­ 
ces, caught in the Chagrin River on 
Od. IO by Unwood Moneymaker of 
Mentor. A 7A«pound coho was the 


previous record. 
—Striped bass: 25 pounds. 4-ounces, 
taken May 19 by Cincinnatian Caroline 
Fetas in I .ake St. Marys. It topped a 17- 
pound, 8-ounce striper caught in 1974. 


—Rainbow trout: 15 pounds, 8 
ounces caught by Edward Molnar, 
I ora in, in Cold Creek on April 24. 
Previous record was a 11-pound, 11- 
ounce trout taken in 1972. 


—Buffalo sucker: This record was 
broken twice in 1975, first by a 
Maumee River fish that weighed 17 
pounds, eight ounces and finally by an 
enormous 33-pound sucker caught by 
Rufus Clendenning of Cincinnati in the 
Sandusky River on May IO . The huge 
buffalo topped the old record of 9 
pounds, IO ounces by an almost un­ 
believable 23 pounds, 6 ounces

Fort W ayne Audit

The report also turned up improper 
procedures used in transferring and 
Industry Tax 
Break Pushed 
In Senate 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The 
Senate Ways and Means Committee

homeowners’ tax relief bill to include 
another measure that would give a 
better tax break to business and in­ 
dustry. 
Chairman Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, said Wednesday site wants to 
talk more with committee members 
about including consideration of a bill 
to lower taxes on business inventories 
and equipment. 
The panel started hearings Wed­ 
nesday on a major House-approved 
proposal that would provide real estate 
taxpayers with tax credits to offset in­ 
creases they otherwise would have to 
pay as a result of inflation-caused 
boosts in property values. 
Manufacturers and other corporate 
taxpayers are opposed to the measure 
because it doesn’t affect the tangible 
personal property tax they have to pay 
on inventories and equipment. 
“ The bills certainly 
affect one 
another. I’m just trying to determine if 
we perhaps should hear testimony on 
both of them, although we are limited 
in time,” Valiquette told the com­ 
mittee. 
The bill affecting the tangible 
property tax, which passed the House 
last year, has been dormant in her 
committee for months because she 
said lawmakers need to know more 
about the impact it would have on local 
government revenues. At one point, 
Valiquette talked about the possibility 
of conducting hearings on it in various 
cities around the state, something that 
still could happen, she said. 
Sponsored by Rep. William E. Hinig, 
0-96 New Philadelphia, the measure 
would reduce the tangible tax assess­ 
ment rate from its present 45-50 per 
cent of true value down to the same 35 
per cent levied against real property. 
The Ohio Supreme Court mandated a 
uniform staewide rate for real 
property in 1972, but its decision didn’t 
affect the tax on tangible personal 
property.

Freed Am ericans Fly From Lebanon 


BEIRU T, I>ebanon (AP) - Two U.S. 
Embassy officials released after four 
months of captivity in Lebanon flew to 
Athens today for a reunion with their 
families and a trip home to the United 
States. 
Charles Gallagher, 44, of Roanoke, 
Va., and William Dykes Jr., 50, of San 
Jose, Calif., boarded a Middle East 
Airlines jet for the Greek capital 18Mi 
hours after their release Wednesday 
night. 


They spent the night at a secret 


location in the Itebanese capital, and 
this morning a five-car convoy of U.S. 
Embassy and Lebanese security cars 
took them to the entrance of the Boeing 
707’s first-class compartment. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman said on 
their release that the two men looked 
rumpled and their hair was long but 
they were “ in good health and good 
spirits." Neither had been injured or 
tortured during the ordeal, he added. 
Dykes is prone to high 
blood 
pressure but was able to obtain enough 
medicine to control his condition 


during his captivity, the spokesman 
said. 


The Embassy refused to let repor­ 
ters or photographers see the men. 
Gallagher and Dykes were kidnaped 
Oct. 22 on their way to work at a U.S. 
Information Agency printing plant. 
They were delivered to Embassy offi­ 
cials at the Beirut home of Kamal 
Junblatt, the Druze Moslem leader of 
the Progressive Socialist party.

Supreme Co urt ruled to day perso ns 
co nv icted o f ag g rav ated murder can 
receiv e sho ck pro batio n 30 day s after 
their co nv ictio n, altho ug h they are 
barred fro m bo th immediate pro batio n 
and early paro le. 
The co urt in a 5-2 decisio n said 
limitatio ns under the current law o n 
sho ck pro batio n do no t apply to tho se 
co nv icted o f murder, repeat o ffenders 
and tho se who use firearms. 


Dissenting judg es said the ex ceptio n 
apparently was an o v ersig ht which 
slipped into law when the new criminal 
co de was ado pted in 19 74 , and said its

and

results” sho uld no t be effected by the 
co urts witho ut a clear statement bv 
the leg islature that It was intended.

Court Rules 
On Shock 
Probation 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court ruled today persons 
convicted of aggravated murder can 
receive shock probation 30 days after 
their conviction, although they are 
barred from both immediate probation 
and early parole. 
The court In i H decision said 
limitations under the current law on 
shock probation do not apply to those 
convicted of murder, repeat offenders 
and those who use firearms. 


Dissenting judges said the exception 
apparently was an oversight which 
slipped into law when the new criminal 
code was adopted in 1974, and said its 
“ unreasonable 
and 
inconsistent 
results" should not be effected by the 
courts without a c lear statement bv 
the legislature that it was intended 


Shock 
probation is a type 
of 
probation in which a convicted felon is 
actually committed to prison, then 
recalled by the court and placed on 
regular probation. 
The case involves John Onysko, who 
pleaded guilty to voluntary man­ 
slaughter in 1974 and was sentenced to 
a 440-25 year term in prison 


Shortly afterward, Onysko pe­ 
titioned Judge Lucien B. Young of the 
Cuyahoga County Common Pleas 
Court for shock probation. Judge 
Young, after examining the statutes, 
indicated he intended to place Onysko 
on probation, and the prosecuting 
attorney asked for a writ of prohibition 
against Judge Young. 
The 8th District Court of Appeals 
granted the writ, saying that the 
sections of law pointed out by Onysko 
“ would produce unreasonable and 
unintended results.”

The Veterans Administration and 
major veterans organizations have 
launched a joint effort to stamp out a 
hoax that has disappointed millions of 
veterans since it began in 1948. 
James P. Shea, Pickaway County 
Veterans Service officer said the VA is 
receiving thousands of telephone calls 
and letters weekly from World War II 
veterans who have been deceived into 
expecting dividends on GI insurance 
they allowed to lapse years ago. 
He added that the hoax has been 
recurring irregularly since 1948, and 
with each wave of letters it stimulates. 
VA expands to each applicant that 
dividends are payable only on policies 
that are kept in force. But the hoax is 
fueled anew every few years by the 
mysterious distribution of official- 
looking application forms complete 
with an address where dividends are 
said to be available for the asking. The 
bogus 
application 
alleges 
that 
dividends are payable even though 
premiums haven’t been paid since 
1945. 
Shea theorizes that the rumor may 
have its roots in a special dividend 
paid in 1950 and 1951. All payments on 
that program were ended in 1970 by a 
Congressional act stipulating "No 
claim by an insured for payment in 
case of a special dividend declared 
prior to Jan. 1,1952, shall be processed 
by the VA, unless such claim was 
recorded within six years after such 
dividend was declared.”

The Veterans Administration and 
major veterans organizations have 
launched a joint effort to stamp out a 
hoax that has disappointed millions of 
veterans since it began in 1948. 
James P. Shea, Pickaway County 
Veterans Service officer said the VA is 
receiving thousands of telephone ca Us 
and letters weekly from World War II 
veterans who have been deceived into 
expecting dividends on G I insurance 
they allowed to lapse years ago. 
He added that the hoax has been 
recurring irregularly since 1948, and 
with each wave of letters it stimulates 
VA expands to each applicant that 
dividends are payable only on policies 
that are kept in force. But the hoax is 
fueled anew every few years by the 
mysterious distribution of official- 
looking application forms complete 
with an address where dividends are 
said to be available for the asking. The 
bogus 
application 
alleges 
that 
dividends are payable even though 
premiums haven’t been paid since 
1945. 
Shea theorizes that the rumor may 
have its roots in a special dividend 
paid in 1950 and 1951. All payments on 
that program were ended in 1970 by a 
Congressional act stipulating 
“ No 
claim by an insured for payment in 
case of a special dividend declared 
prior to Jan. 1,1952, shall be processed 
by the VA, unless such claim was 
recorded within six years after such 
dividend was declared.” 
Another theory is that the rumor is 
fueled

by 
VA 's 
an­ 
nouncement of dividends for holders of 
current insurance policies. These

A Million Reasons To Give 
To Pickaway Heart Fund 


‘‘There are over a million reasons to 
give to the Heart Fund,” according to 
Bob M cKelvey, Pickaway County 
Heart Fund Chairman. “ More than a 
million of us w ill die from some form of 
heart or blood vessel disease this 
year.” 
The Circleville Emergency Medical 
Team has been collecting for the Heart 
Fund in the city. A county-wide 
campaign is planned for this Sunday 
by volunteers. 
‘‘On top of this annual death toll, well 
over 28 million Americans have some 
form of heart disease Not all of its 
victims suffer sudden death. Instead, 
they must live with long-term 
disability,” McKelvey said. 
Stroke afflicts more than one-and-a- 
half 
m illion 
living 
Am ericans. 
Coronary heart disease has affected 
nearly four million. Another one-and- 
a-half million persons suffer from 
rheumatic heart disease. 
High blood pressure ranks highest 
among these diseases. Known to 
doctors as the ‘‘silent killer,” high 
blood pressure usually produces no 
symptoms until it’s too late. If left 
untreated, it can cause stroke, heart 
and kidney failure. More than 23 
million Americans have it. 
Although the incidence of heart 
disease is high, and the statistics seem 
discouraging, medical research has 
led the way to greater hope for the 
prevention of these diseases in the 
future. 
Since 1948, the American Heart 
Association has allocated a quarter of 
a billion dollars to heart research. In 
Central Ohio last year, 42.5 cents of 
your Heart Fund dollar was allocated 
to research. And the achievements of 
research sponsored by Heart Fund 
dollars are legion. For example: 
Only 25 years ago, a heart attack 
victim ’s chances for survival were 
poor. Today, coronary care units with 
round-the-clock monitoring systems 
have demonstrated that in-hospital 
deaths from heart attack can be 
reduced by 30 per cent.

With prevention as the keynote of 
research efforts, scientists can look to 
preventive cardiology as a means of 
protecting our hearts in the future 
You can help make this goal a reality 
for you and your loved ones by 
generously supporting your local 
Heart Fund.
